COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
FRANKLIN, SS: 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately, 
in the County of Franklin, 


GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabi- 
tants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, to meet at the ‘Town Hall in said Whately 
on Monday, the sixth day of February next, at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the 
following articles: 


Article I. To choose by ballot all necessary Town 
Officers for the ensuing year: Moderator, ‘Treasurer, 
Town Clerk, one Selectman for three years, Auditor, 
one Assessor for three years, one School Committee for 
three years, one Library ‘Trustee for three years, one 
Cemetery Commissioner for three years, Tree Warden, 
Elector under the Will of Oliver Smith, Tax Collector, 
and Constables. . 


Article II. To receive the reports of the various ‘Town 
Officers and Committees, and act thereon. 


Article III. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray the expenses of the Town for the 
ensuing year. 
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Article IV. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1939, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one 
year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year, in accordance with Section 
17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article V. To see what the Town will do with the 
money received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Article VI. To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of $3000 for the maintenance of Highways under 
the provisions of Sections 26-29 of Chapter 81 of the 
General Laws and amendments thereto. 


Article VII. To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of $1000 for the improvement of Depot Road, with 
the option of transferring same to the Haydenville Road 
if considered advisable by the Selectmen with the ap- 
proval of the State Public Works Department; said 
money to be used in conjunction with any money which 
may be alloted by the State or County, or both, for this 
purpose; or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article VIII. ‘To see if the ‘Town will appropriate not 
to exceed $75 for the rental of land for a recreation field 
for the season of 1939 and $50 for bleachers and expense 
of caring for the grounds through the summer, or take 
any other action relative thereto. 


Article IX. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum 
of money for repair and maintenance of Main Street 
from Ryan’s Hill north to the Center School, or take 
any other action relative thereto. 


Article X. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum 
of money for repairs to the Community Room and 
entrance hall at the Town Hall, or take any other action 
relative thereto.

To see if the Town will vote to transfer 
receipts from Workmens’ Compensation Insurance to an 
Insurance Fund.

Superintendent of Schools 


To the Whately School Committee: 


I submit herewith my annual report as Superintendent 
of the Whately schools. 

Twenty years ago the common problem of all towns in 
the Valley was to provide schoolrooms for the large 
school population. Antiquated buildings were being 
utilized while new ones were being erected. ‘The supply 
of well-trained teachers was inadequate. ‘The mainten- 
ance of good school standards was difficult. During the 
next ten years the population became somewhat stabilized 
and school facilities became more adequate. Some decline 
in elementary school registration, improvement in trans- 
portation and other favorable factors made consolidation 
of schools educationally desirable and physically possible. 
A decided improvement in all school conditions followed 
as better grading, better attendance, more attention to 
individual needs and better selection of materials became 
possible at no additional expense. 

During the last five years the decline in elementary 
registration has been steady and many communities are 
now confronted with empty class rooms or much reduc- 
tion in the number of pupils in lower grade classes. We 
find some grades too large for one teacher but too small 
for two teachers, or some lower grades too small for one 
teacher but too large for one teacher when combined. 
Thus the organization of schools on a basis consistent 
with economy and proper school standards becomes a 
problem which only the wealthier communities may dis- 
regard. 

At the opening of schools this fall the first three grades 
were located in the two-room school at the Center. This 
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separation of the primary grades in a building by them- 
selves is a desirable arrangement and worthy of con- 
tinuation as long as numbers permit. 

The East School contains grades four to eight, under 
four teachers. Since the first six grades average less than 
15 pupils each, all but the seventh and eighth grades are 
combined with two grades to a teacher. However, the 
pupils are well graded and little difficulty is found in 
maintaining excellent standards of work. 

The early months of 1938 found considerable illness 
among lower grade pupils. However, no serious epidemics 
developed, conditions improved rapidly and the year 
closed without other interruption. Promotions in June 
averaged better than 95 per cent. A class of 19 pupils 
completed the eighth grade, all of whom continued their 
education this September in other schools. 

In February, Mrs. Dorothy Strippe and Mrs. John 
Farrell were allowed leaves of absence. Mrs. Vera Hafey 
completed the year with Mrs. Farrell’s class. Miss 
Jennie Smith substituted for Mrs. Strippe until Decem- 
ber of this year when, upon Mrs. Strippe’s resignation, 
she was regularly appointed for the remainder of the 
year. The schools closed in June with a registration of 
158 pupils and opened in September with 148 pupils in 
attendance. 

With fewer pupils to a grade it has been possible to 
continue the improvement of our book lists throughout 
the school. Attention was given last year to the needs 
of the first five grades and most of the emphasis this 
year was placed upon upper grade material. New 
geography, arithmetic and English texts were supplied 
the eighth grade; history, and geography texts for the 
seventh grade and English texts in the sixth gradel. The 
sum of $70 was expended for new maps and charts for 
use in all the upper grades. Replacement of necessary 
books in all grades has been provided. Books are the 
tools of the school and of primary importance. 

Music supervision was restored to the school program 
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last year and has been a source of real profit and interest 
in supplementing the regular school work. Late this fall 
the P.T.A., with the approval of the School Committee, 
secured the services of Mr. Maniatty as drawing instruc- 
tor for the grades on a part-time basis. I hope this work 
can be continued under regular appointment by the 
Committee. With so many of our classes carrying two 
grades to a class, the regular teachers are not able to 
give these special subjects the attention formerly re- 
ceived. 

In addition to teaching duties all our teachers are tak- 
ing active part in the P.T.A. organization and several 
are attending professional extension courses and lectures 
in nearby towns. The broadening and cultural effects of 
this progressive spirit is reflected in the class rooms. 

Without additional expenditures the transportation 
plan was slightly extended this fall. Through the co- 
operation of the drivers the children are transported to 
either school with little inconvenience and the expense 
of tickets for high school pupils is also avoided. 

With so much property damage about the farms and 
the homes it is a source of satisfaction that the school 
premises escaped serious damage in the September 
storm. Repair of small damage to the roof of the Kast 
School building constituted the major expense of repairs 
this year. The closing of the schools for several days 
was due to loss of electric service for the storm period. 

With reduction in elementary school registration, a 
decrease in school appropriations may be expected. How- 
ever, as long as the expenditure for high and vocational 
schools consumes 55 per cent of the appropriation, sub- 
stantial reduction in expense cannot be achieved until 
the decline in registration reaches the high school group 
over which expense the local Committee has little control. 
The Committee closed the year with all bills paid and 
presents an estimate of $2l, 355.00 for 1939, a decrease 
of $815.00 from last year’s appropriation. 

I would call your attention to the reports of te School 
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Nurse, the Music Supervisor and to various other in- 
formation appearing on other pages of this report. 

I continue to enjoy the many courtesies extended to 
me and my associates in the work of the Whately schools.

Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit to you my sixth report as Supervisor 
of Music in the Public Schools of Whately. 

From September through December of this past year 
of 1938, attention has been centered on the melodic 
aspect of music in the school-room; that is, helping each 
individual child to feel pleasure in song and joy in his 
ability to create it. From January on, rhythm will be 
made the important phase in the outline of the course, 
so that the child may build up a definite background of 
physical experiences. As a preliminary step toward 
learning the highly organized rhythms of the folk dances 
of many countries taught in the sixth, seventh, and 
eighth grades, these classes in rhythmic movement start 
immediately with the first and second .grades with action 
songs, and continue thru the grammar grades with sing- 
ing games and the dramatization of songs containing 
more involved rhythms. 

In the East School, the eighth grade boasts of a Girls’ 
Glee Club. Rehearsals are held every two weeks. 

Books are badly needed in the Center School. The 
children in the third and fourth grades are retarded by 
the inadequacy of material. 

I am pleased with the spirit and cooperation shown in 
the schools by both teachers and pupils.

My dear Mr. Janes: 


Moving pictures on health and other subjects were 
shown in both schools once a month during the winter 
and spring terms and occasionally during the fall term. 
The subjects chosen were fitted into the teaching pro- 
gram on health, as, for instance, before the tuberculin 
testing program was offered to the schools, pictures 
illustrating procedures, and giving information concern- 
ing tuberculosis were shown. Use of some of the Isotype 
charts were made in teaching pupils about tuberculosis. 
Teaching material has been supplied whenever possible. 

Sixteen out of 158 examined by the dentist needed no 
dental care at that time. Assistance during the examin- 
ation of the children and a part of the time at the clinic 
was rendered by your nurse. Leaflets on the construction 
and care of teeth, were distributed for use in teaching 
before the clinic. Fifty-four children were treated at the 
dental clinic with a total of 151 operations. Thirty-one 
received dental certificates showing all needed work done. 

The “Conquest of Diphtheria,’ was shown the pupils 
before consent slips were sent home for the inoculation 
against diphtheria. Seventeen children were inoculated 
at the clinic held in the schools. 

Considerable improvement was made between the six 
month’s visits by a child taken to the Crippled Children’s 
Clinic in Springfield. 

Thirty-nine third and fourth grade pupils were tested 
this fall, for hearing by audiometer, and five were re- 
tested by Miss Juliet A. Whitteker, Nursing Consultant 
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for the State Department of Public Health. Only three 
were found to have serious loss of hearing. Two of these 
have been taken to specialists. Of the five retested, all 
showed an improvement in hearing since the test of two 
years ago. Constant follow-up of one child, found to 
have serious hearing loss, two years ago, has resulted in 
good hearing. 

Tuberculin tests were given to 117 children by Dr. 
W. W. Lee, District Health Officer. There were 108 
negative and nine positive reactions to the test. Thirteen 
children were X-rayed. Your nurse assisted with tests, 
X-rays and transporting the children back to the schools 
after the X-rays were taken. 

Children were taken to the Child Guidance Clinic in 
Northampton and to oculists for care of eyes and ears. 
Six children have been fitted to glasses during the school 
year. 

As in previous years, growth has been watched through 
the weighing and measuring of the children and assist- 
ance has been given the physician with his yearly examin- 
ation. Through frequent observation or inspection, early 
signs of communicable disease, were discovered and the 
sufferers excluded to prevent further sickness in the 
schools. 

There were very few cases of communicable disease 
during the school year with the exception of colds. Colds, 
still continue to be one of the greatest causes of absences 
and disability in the school program. If every parent 
would keep his children at home during the first few 
days of a beginning cold, the number of illnesses of other - 
children in the schools would be much less. 

May I express to you and to everyone who assists in 
the health program in the schools, my hearty appreci- 
ation.

Report of State Audit

and accounts of the town of Whately for the period from 
September 15, 1935 to December 1, 1937, made in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Chapter 44, General 
Laws. This is in the form of a report made to me by 
Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant Director of Accounts.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Whately 
for the period from September 15, 1935, the date of the 
previous examination, to December 1, 1937, and submit 


the following report thereon: 
The financial transactions, as recorded on the books 
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of the several departments collecting or disbursing money 
for the town were examined, checked, and verified. 

The surety bonds of the town clerk, treasurer, and tax 
collector were examined and found to be in proper form. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were checked with the records of the departments col- 
lecting money for the town and with the other sources 
from which money was paid into the town treasury, while 
the payments were compared with the treasury warrants, 
which were approved by the selectmen and which author- 
ize the treasurer to disburse town funds. The cash book 
was footed for the period covered by the audit, and the 
cash balance December 1, 1937, was proved by a recon- 
ciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished 
by the bank of deposit and by actual count of the cash 
on hand. 

The payments of debt and interest were proved by a 
comparison with the amounts falling due and with the 
cancelled securities on file. 

The securities, including the savings bank books, 
representing the investment of the trust funds in the 
custody of the town treasurer were examined and listed, 
the income and expenditures being checked and verified. 
It was noted that interest on the real estate mortgage 
held as an investment of the Mary Dickinson Cemetery 
General Care Fund is in arrears, and it is therefore urged 
that the interest on this mortgage be collected promptly. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked in detail. The commitment lists 
of all taxes were added and proved with the warrants 
given by the board of assessors for their collection. The 
recorded collections were checked with the commitment 
lists, the payments to the treasurer were verified by a 
comparison with the treasurer’s records, the abatements 
were compared with the assessors’ records of abatements 
granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed. 

In order to verify the outstanding tax accounts, notices 
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were mailed to all persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the town. In response to these 
notices, replies were received from a number of persons 
who claimed that their taxes had been paid but not 
credited on the books of the collector. These claims were 
investigated and, as a result, proper proof of payment in 
the form of receipted tax bills or cancelled checks was 
secured on 30 items representing a total sum of $948.31 
collected by the former tax collector and not accounted 
for by him to the town. There are several additional 
claims of payment pending which, when substantiated 
by presentation of proper proofs, will increase the amount 
of the shortage correspondingly. 

The total amounts outstanding on each of the several 
tax levies as of December 21, 1937 were given to the 
assessors for recommitment to the new collector of taxes. 

A determined effort should be made to secure settle- 
ment of the taxes of prior years which are outstanding 
on the collector’s books. 

The financial transactions of the town clerk were 
examined and checked. The receipts for dog and sporting 
licenses were checked with the record of licenses issued, 
and the payments to the State and to the town treasurer 
were verified. 

The appropriations and transfers voted by the town 
were listed from the town clerk’s record of town meetings. 
A comparison with the aggregate amounts chargeable 
against each appropriation showed several small over- 
drafts, but it is evident that the town officials are making 
a decided effort to keep the expenditures within the 
amounts voted by the town. 

The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures 
were examined. The recorded receipts were checked with 
the record of work done, the payments to the treasurer 
verified, and the cash on hand December 1, 1937, was 
proved by actual count. The attention of the sealer was 
again called to the law requiring that the sealer pay over 
his collections to the treasurer monthly. 
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The librarian’s receipts for fines, etc., were checked, 
the payments to the treasurer were verified, and the 
cash on hand was counted. 

The receipts for licenses issued by the board of select- 
men were checked with the record of licenses granted, 
and the payments to the treasurer were verified by a 
comparison with the treasurer’s record of receipts. The 
surety bonds filed with the town by individuals to whom > 
liquor licenses were issued were examined and found to 
be in proper form. 

It is recommended that the selectmen keep a complete 
and detailed record of all licenses granted by them, in 
order to facilitate the checking of revenue from this 
source. 

The records of accounts receivable of the public welfare 
department and the bureau of old age assistance were 
examined. The charges were listed, the collections were 
compared with the payments to the treasurer, the dis- 
allowances and abatements were checked, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and proved. 

The accounts of the cemetery commissioners were 
examined, the charges for sale of lots and opening graves 
were listed, the recorded collections were checked, and 
the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 

It was noted that the cemetery commissioners have 
considered the receipts collected for opening graves as 
available for the payment of the cemetery sexton’s com- 
pensation. Attention was called to Section 53, Chapter 
44, General Laws which reads as follows: 

“‘All moneys received by any town officer or depart- 
ment, except as otherwise provided for by special acts 
and except fees provided for by statute, shall be paid by 
such officer or department upon their receipt into the 
town treasury. Any sums so paid into the town treasury 
shall not later be used by such officer or department 
without a specific appropriation thereof, except that 
sums allotted to towns for highway purposes by the 
commonwealth or a county, which shall be used only for 
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the purposes specified by the officials making the allot- 
ment or to meet temporary loans issued in anticipation 
of such allotment as provided in sections 6 or 6A, shall 
be available therefor without any appropriation.” 

Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing 
the financial condition of the town on December 1, 1937. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
cash, summaries of the tax and departmental accounts, 
as well as tables showing the condition and transactions 
of the trust funds. 

While engaged in making the audit cooperation was 
received from all the town officials for which, on behalf 
of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express ap- 
preciation.
